The oldest department in West 
Bengal started its journey in the year 1960 with 
Pass Course in Sociology along with Economics 
and English as honours subjects in the Faculty 
of Arts & Commerce. The prime time was 
matured when Post Graduate Course in 
Sociology pioneered in 1966. Subsequent six 
years of journey the department introduced 
Graduation (Hons.) course in the year 1972. 
After a long twenty eight years of 
peregrination the university had changed its 
mode of academic administration from unitary 
system to affiliating unit. It was obvious that 
the university discontinued all its honours 
courses from 2000 A.D. Therefore, the 


responsibility of teaching undergraduate 


courses had been shifted to its affiliating 
colleges under the jurisdiction of Kalyani 
University. Afterwards, the department upheld 
the Post Graduate course along with Doctor of 
Philosophy in Sociology relentlessly for last 
twenty three years and still continuing its 
legacy. Is it not the issue of our profoundness? 
The most significant issue is that as many as 
nine teachers were finally retired and one left 
from this department in last two decades. We 
were able to recruit only one teacher out of 
nine vacant positions in seven years back. It is 
certain that you will be delighted to know that 
we have been awarded one Reader post 
(presently Associate Professor) on the basis of 
assessment made by the UGC in 2008. The 
miserable as well as shocking information is 
that the ‘achieved post’ was shifted to a center 
(now Department) by the then Vice-Chancellor 
of K.U. with the proactive role of few teachers 
of this department in 2010. But, | objected to 
this unethical act and brought under the 
purview of Departmental Committee Meeting 
in writing, obviously my effort was fruitless, | 
must say that it was a conspiracy against the 
subject, in the context of confederacy. On the 
contrary, the department has undergone 


through a total renovation work starting from 


2022 and now you will find it more or less 
complete. It is an accomplishment of the 
department with the good wishes of all 
alumnus and sacrifice of present students and 


their teachers. 


Having this rich tradition and legacy, 
the department has been producing large 
number of students and scholars in diverse 
field of sociology. More than fifty four batches 
and more than ninety doctoral students have 
been produced by our beloved department 
since its inception’66 (as P.G.Course).

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The Strain of ‘Distance’...

Can ‘distance’ be treated as a ‘residue’? I think, SS ma’am would 
not mind, if I use her interpretations in this writing as she taught 
us in our undergraduate course on Pareto, possibly, in the year 
1988. If it is not so,then, why it becomes a driving force (of 
attraction, obviously not the opposite!) over a period of more than 
30 years, since I left the department? In fact, any invitation from 
the department takes me back to my cherished university-days 
with a lot of such intriguing questions. 


Today’s ‘distance’ (from my own point of reference) from the 
university's (KU) Department of Sociology was temporally and 
historically inevitable. And, I had to leave the department; yet as a 
societal site,it goes on years after years, decades after decades, far 
away from my own everyday affairs. But this ‘everyday- 
distance’, with all its subliminality and physicality, shrinks down 
when I get a call from PSD sir (our Parthada). The dialectic of 
‘distance’, the tension between nearness and farness, starts from 
here!A sociology of distance may also find its point of departure 
on the continuum — with ‘students’ at one pole and ‘alumni’ on 
the other. This continuum knows the ‘strain’ of becoming an 
‘alumnus’ from a ‘student’! 


Once I was young, once I was a student, once I was an insider. 
My everyday life revolved around this Department of Sociology. 
I wondered seeing the versatility of SDG sir, punctuality of PRM 
sir or the eloquence of PKS sir. I learned to see how our 
Department of Sociology, as a subsystem, wasbeing guided by 
what SB ma’am (now SM) taught us as the ‘charter’ of the system 
(institution). I was trained to look at an institution through 
Malinowskian and Parsonian lens by MM ma’am.Yes, your 
Sociology Department was, once, my department, my own 
department. This department, having a strong inclination towards 
scienticism during our days, taught me to fight for the “science- 


status for sociology’ (HDG ma’am, can you remember?). 


Today, I only try to recapitulate, on some idleSundays,those days 
— those ‘distant’ realities! 


Reader, please remember that the concept of ‘distance’ in 
sociology was first used by Gabriel Tarde (whose name I heard 
from DSG ma’am), much before Georg Simmel. Of course, Tarde 
used the term to mean objective class differences. As Simmel’s 
interpretations of ‘distance’ unveiled its subjective dimensions, it 
seems more appropriate to use Simmelian understanding of the 
term here in expressing my simultaneous feelings of pain and 
happiness in remembering my past-attachments and _ present- 
detachment from the everyday affairs of once-my-own 
department.It is not cultural distance, nor is it social distance. 


This distance is rather “personal subjective distance’ (again, 
contrary to ‘personal objective distance’). This ‘personal 
subjective distance’ emerges out of the process of becoming of an 
‘alumnus’ from a ‘student’. 


Now, when I organize my everyday affairs in another Department 
of Sociology (at Sidho-Kanho-Birsha University), I often look at 
my days at Kalyani University back.This retrospection not only 
helps crystallize my own dispositions and orientations, but also 
provides me with a vital identity as an alumnus of the Department 
of Sociology of Kalyani University. Again, the ‘distance’ shrinks 
down! Again, my mind goes 30 yearsback! 


And wishing all the best for my beloved brothers and sisters at the 
University of Kalyani ...the stain of ‘distance’ perpetuates....

can help break down traditional notions of masculinity.

Revealing Cultural Strata: Unravelling Privilege and 
Micro-Level Dynamics in Society"

certain attributes. Having said so the basic components of this 
complex mechanism, strangely remain similar, right from the 
inception of the origin of the family, to the advanced 
technologically sound society of the globalized economy.

This leisure class has nothing to do with the 
education where they are skilled, not educated. Geographically 
their upper hand in occupation, comfortable west- 
accommodating lifestyle, educational hubs, and _ overall 
locational advantage often are discriminatory towards the ones 
hailing from the inner-most areas, not at par with the 
cosmopolitan culture. 

A possible remedy might be the encouragement of the 
inhabitants from certain subcultures to share their bit of the 
story which often is unheard and hides beneath the dominant 
culture. The other however bigger part is to accept cultures from 
all over, similar to the way their labour and money are accepted 
in the economy. In many aspects this might seem far-fetched 
owing to the fact that society has rigid mechanisms, yet in the 
long run it almost always changes, we have seen that. Why? That 
is because: Man naturally is a frivolous being.
